Council gives in to people power after 4,000 sign petition 

GEESE CULLING 
HALT WELCOMED

ANIMAL activists have wel¬ 
comed a move by Sandwell 
Council to stop the culling of 
Canada geese. 

It follows a groundswell of oppo¬ 
sition after a 4,000-name petition 
against the practice was handed into 
the council. 

A total of 220 Canada geese have been culled 
over the past two years in Tipton’s Victoria 
Park and Dartmouth Park, West Bromwich. 

At a scrutiny meeting, it was announced 
new measures will be undertaken by Sandwell 
Council to monitor geese numbers and culling 
will now be stopped. A handful of activists who 
attended the special meeting were told a cull 
could still happen in the future however and 
they spoke of their frustration. 

One of the campaigners, Ian Carroll, said: 
“I’m obviously pleased it’s been stopped but 
we’ve been given no assurances it will not hap¬ 
pen again in the future. 

“They’ve already previously admitted to kill¬ 
ing 220 birds before the public consultation in 
September and October last year even started. 
This whole issue has been of the council’s own 
wrongdoing. The fight is not over, we will 
continue to strive to see culling permanently 
stopped in all parks across Sandwell.” 

Grazing 

New measures that will be introduced in¬ 
clude relocating pathways, bird scarer devices 
and the continuation of pricking and oiling of 
eggs to kill embryos are being proposed by the 
council. 

Fellow activist Jayne Wilkes stressed the 
council ‘should have no control over any ani¬ 
mal’ and they are ‘dealing with councillors who 
have no affinity to animals or wildlife’. 

The council had previously said geese num¬ 
bers had ‘got out of control’, with more than 
1,000 of them grazing in Sandwell parks and 
advised its culling methods were in line with 
Natural England, the body that advises the 
Government on the environment. 

Councillor Maria Crompton, in charge of the 
environment at the council, said: “We are not 
considering culling at this present time, but it’s 
something we cannot rule out for the future. 

“We have listened to the concerns of activists 
and taken the petition very seriously. 

“We’ve done what they’ve asked us to do and 
the proposed measures to control the popula¬ 
tion of the geese are fair. People need to be con¬ 
sidered in this issue as well as the geese. 

“We’ve had many complaints of excrement 
being a huge problem, as well geese acting very 
aggressively to park visitors.” 


TRIBUTE PAID TO MEDIC WHO HELPED DELIVER ELLA

A PARAMEDIC who helped deliver a baby 
in a Rowley Regis block of flats’ lift is among 
dozens of ambulance workers in the West 
Midlands to receive official compliments from 
patients. 

Melissa Cavanagh named her daughter 
Ella, as a reminder of the infant’s unusual 
delivery - ie, in an elevator, in July 2013. 

The 23-year-old mother called paramedics 
to her home on the ninth floor of a block of 
flats after her contractions started.They ruled 
out using the many flights of stairs to get her 
to delivery room. 

Instead, Ms Cavanagh, her boyfriend Paul 
Yeomans, aged 25, and the paramedics got 
into the lift, but it broke down. After 20 min¬ 


utes in the hot and cramped conditions, Ms 
Cavanagh’s contractions became more fre¬ 
quent, and the baby was on its way. 

Paramedic Nikki Wildman, was paid trib¬ 
ute by the grateful parents who gave their 
daughter Nicola as her middle name. She 
said: “During the delivery we could hear the 
fire service desperately trying to get to us. 
After about 45 minutes of being trapped, the 
firefighters managed to prise open the doors 
and we were able to take Melissa, Paul and 
their new baby girl to hospital.” Baby Ella 
was born weighing 2.7kg (61b loz). Ms Cava¬ 
nagh, said: “The ambulance staff were really 
great - they kept me calm and helped me 
through it.” 


Nikki was one of three workers at West 
Midlands Ambulance who have received 120 
compliments from patients so far this year. 

The other two were paramedic Matt Harri¬ 
son, who helped save the life of nine-year-old 
Kai Brookes, from Cannock, when he suffered 
an asthma attack then cardiac arrest at his 
home; and paramedic Cameron McVittie, who 
was among a team of people who rescued Joel 
Fowler, aged 19, from Solihull, after he was in 
a serious car crash. 

Claire Brown, spokesman for the West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service NHS Foundation 
Trust said: “The Trust is very proud of the 
compliments it receives as it’s a superb reflec¬ 
tion on our staff.” 


RETURN 

Father flies back 
after jail ordeal 

THE solicitor of a Smethwick father ac¬ 
cused of terrorism offences has said it 
is ‘absolutely wonderful’ he is back in 
the UK. 

Paramjeet Singh 
Saini jetted back 
home over the 
weekend after two 
months locked up 
in a Portuguese jail. 

Mr Saini was 
detained before 
Christmas by Inter¬ 
pol while on holi¬ 
day in the Iberian 
country after Indian 
authorities accused 
him of terrorism. 

However he has returned home after 
winning his legal battle 

His lawyer Amarjit Singh Bhachu 
said: “It’s amazing, and a fantastic de¬ 
cision has been made. 

“I’m so happy that Paramjeet Singh 
has been able to be reunited with his 
family and the efforts by everybody 
have come to fruition. It’s absolutely 
wonderful that he’s back.” Mr Saini, 
who was granted asylum in the UK in 
2000, was arrested by Interpol after a 
‘red notice’ was issued for his arrest - 
but this has now been revoked.

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Joe jumps from past to 



Joe Darby ‘leaping legend’ 


A RARE photo of legendary Black 
Country leaper Joe Darby has been 
donated to the Black Country Living 
Museum. 

Joe, also known as Josey the Jumper, 
was a Victorian showman and ath¬ 
lete from Netherton renowned for his 
spring-jumping talents. 

In 1887 he defeated the then world 
spring-jumping champion W. G. Ham- 
lington of America at Covent Garden in 
front of King Edward VII. 

Hamlington travelled all the way to 
England in December to take on Joe, 
who was so confident in his ability he 


staked £200 on the outcome - which 
was considered a high amount for the 
day. 

Now, an original photo thought to 
have been taken in the 1880s in Neth¬ 
erton, has been donated to curators in 
memory of the donor’s father, Keith 
Lockren - who found the photo in his 
loft in 1975. 

Mr Lockren, who lived in Robert 
Street, Lower Gornal, never found out 
how it came to be there but treasured 
it for years . It shows Joe with weights 
in hand and a championship belt - the 
tools of his trade. John Beckerson, sen- 


present 

ior curator at the museum, said: “We’re 
very pleased to add this original photo 
to our Joe Darby collection - some of 
which is currently on display at Dud¬ 
ley Museum. We want to remember the 
sporting heroes of the region and will 
be putting it on display in our acquisi¬ 
tion cabinet shortly.” 

In later years Joe became the land¬ 
lord of the Albion Inn pub, in Dudley, 
before he passed away in December 
1937 at the age of 76. 

A statue dedicated to him can now be 
seen in Netherton, where some of his 
famous achievements are highlighted. 


Former court building 
in town put up for sale 

A FORMER court building in 
West Bromwich has been put 
up for sale, with potential devel¬ 
opers being invited to convert it 
into a restaurant, hall or educa¬ 
tion centre. 

The old West Bromwich Magistrates 
Court is on the market with the agent 
Bond Wolfe. 

It has provided fresh hope that the build¬ 
ing could be brought back into use again 
after being left empty since it closed five 
years ago. 

The court building in Lombard Street 
West shut as part of a reduction in courts 
in England and Wales. Its closure provoked 
criticism at the time. 

The Magistrates’ Association claimed the 
decision was helping to erode local justice 
and its potential sale comes amid similar 
claims regarding Sandwell Magistrates 
Court in Oldbury, which is also to close. 

Last week’s announcement means 
Sandwell will be the only borough in the 
Black Country without a criminal court. 

Alterations 

The building, which was built in 1890 has 
struggled to sell in the past. Its Grade II 
listed status means significant alterations 
are likely to be difficult to get past planning 
bosses. It was previously put up for sale in 
2012, with no suitors forthcoming. 

However, Bond Wolfe said on its website 
there remains plenty of options for inter¬ 
ested parties including turning it into a 
restaurant, a public hall or an education 
centre. Its location in the heart of West 
Bromwich could also be attractive to in¬ 
vestors. 

The two-storey building comprises the 
courthouse, offices and waiting areas. The 
are four more courtrooms and offices on 
the upper floor. 

The Government announced last week 
that Sandwell Magistrates Court on Old¬ 
bury Ringway would be one of 86 to close 
later this year due to lack of use. The move 
was attacked by figures such as Labour 
deputy leader and West Bromwich MP Tom 
Watson. He said the closure would make it 
harder for families to access justice. 

Victims, their families and witnesses, as 
well as defendants, will now have to travel 
to Walsall for cases. 


Lucky escape for crash driver 



Badly damaged - car rolled onto its side and hit a crash barrier on the M5 


A DRIVER had a lucky escape after 
her car rolled onto its side and hit a 
crash barrier on the M5. 

The car came to a standstill near 
the hard shoulder between junction 
3 for Halesowen and 2 for Oldbury 
just after 3pm on Sunday, causing 
traffic chaos. 

Police and ambulance crews at¬ 
tended the scene. 

The woman escaped without 
any injuries, despite the right side 
of her red Citroen being left badly 
damaged after hitting the barrier. 


She was checked over by a para¬ 
medics at the scene. No-other cars 
were involved. 

One lane of the motorway was 
blocked off as emergency crews 
continued to assist at the scene. 

Cones 

Central Motorway Police Group 
tweeted a picture of the car which 
showed scuffs and scratches to the 
bumper and parts of the bodywork 
hanging off. 

The damaged barrier was also 


visible alongside damaged traffic 
cones. 

On Saturday a five-vehicle crash 
closed the M5 northbound. 

The smash at around 6.30pm 
closed the northbound carriageway 
between Junctions 2 for Oldbury 
and 1 for West Bromwich for more 
than an hour. 

A family of three were taken to 
hospital; a 25-year-old woman suf¬ 
fering from neck pain, a 25-year-old 
man with back pain, and a three- 
year-old child who was uninjured. 


Driver who 
died in crash 
had drank 
and smoked 

A FATHER-OF-ONE who died on 
Christmas Eve when the car he was 
driving hit a wall had been smoking 
cannabis and drinking alcohol before 
setting off, an inquest heard. 

Karl Green, aged 34 and passenger 
Andrew Wheeler, 28, who also died in 
the crash, were travelling at double the 
speed limit when they hit a wall in Bret- 
tell Lane, Brierley Hill at midnight on 
December 24 last year. 

Mr Green had 98 milligrams of alco¬ 
hol in his blood as well as 3.1 milligrams 
of cannabis. Mr Wheeler had 202 mil¬ 
ligrams of alcohol in his system. The 
legal limit is 80 milligrams for alcohol. 

Mr Green, who had a provisional driv¬ 
ing licence and no insurance on his blue 
Citroen ZX, hit the kerb and mounted 
the pavement before hitting a wall next 
to a nail salon. They were spotted by 
nearby driver Thomas Matthews and 
his girlfriend Kirsty Adams who called 
for the ambulance. 

Mr Green was still alive when he was 
discovered, though Mr Matthews was 
unable to find a pulse on Mr Wheeler. 

Zafar Siddique, lead coroner for the 
Black Country, said: “There was cata¬ 
strophic damage to the car, through a 
totally devastating impact.” 

Rebecca Wheeler, sister of Andrew, 
said that her partner, a mechanic, had 
examined the car prior to the incident 
and advised Mr Green not to drive. 

Mr Siddique concluded that death was 
caused by way of a road traffic collision, 
adding: “It is an absolute tragedy for 
both families.” 

Bailey calls for 
pensions effort 

A BLACK Country MP has said that the 
Government needs to ‘foster a savings 
culture’ and do more to promote pen¬ 
sions. 

Adrian Bailey was speaking during a 
House of Commons debate on the fallout 
following the collapse of savings com¬ 
pany Equitable Life, which took place 
in 2010. 

The Government has promised com¬ 
pensation packages for those who were 
affected but many are still expected to 
lose out. 

Mr Bailey, the Labour MP for West 
Bromwich West also asked whether ‘the 
failure to compensate people in full for 
what they did responsibly and in good 
faith risks undermining the culture that 
we need to develop for the future of this 
country’.

by councils 
on leaving 
employees 

CASH-STRAPPED councils across 
the Black Country and Staffordshire 
have spent almost £50 million on re¬ 
dundancy payments to staff in the 
last five years, new figures have re¬ 
vealed. 

A Freedom of Information (Fol) 
request shows that Staffordshire 
County Council has shelled out almost 
£30m in redundancy payments since 
2010/11. 

Dudley Council has paid over £21m, 
Wolverhampton council spent more 
than £13m, while Walsall Council 
spent £5,947,094. Across the four au¬ 
thorities 5,391 staff were either made 
redundant or took voluntary redun¬ 
dancy. 

Sandwell Council failed to respond 
to the FOI request despite being given 
60 working days to do so. 

The huge payouts have come during 
a time when the region’s authorities 
are battling to meet swingeing cuts to 
central government grants. 

Walsall Council, which needs to find 
£80m of cuts by 2019, paid £5,947,094 
to 624 staff who left the authority. 
They included a payment of £83,665 
to one departing staff member in 
2011/12. 

Council leader Councillor Mike Bird 
said: “There will always be a slimming 
down of staff as a result of the council 
offering less services due to cuts. 

“We want to protect jobs, which is 
why we are consulting with employees 
over a pay freeze.” 

Payments to individuals vary de¬ 
pending on length of service, wages 
and position. 


Missing man 
found on street 

AN Australian man who went miss¬ 
ing for 16 years has been found by his 
family, sleeping rough in Walsall. 

Jason Ronald Douglas, now aged 36, 
is Australian of aboriginal descent and 
thought to have been living homeless 
in the town for more than a decade. 

His family have since launched a 
campaign which raised over $2,000 
to fund the costs to bring him back to 
Australia. 

Previously, Mr Douglas had been 
living in the UK with his uncle, Tim¬ 
othy Elwin Andrews, while his family 
remained in Australia. But Mr An¬ 
drews died of a heart attack during a 
football game in 1999. The last time 
Mr Douglas’ relatives saw him face to 
face was in the same year at his un¬ 
cle’s funeral. 

Resurfacing work 
to see road shut 

A ROAD in Smethwick will be closed 
for five days for resurfacing. Sabell 
Road will be shut from tomorrow, Fri¬ 
day, between High Street and Totnes 
Road and is expected to reopen on 
Tuesday. Diversion signs are in place. 


Death row pair to give lecture in city

A MARRIED couple who each spent 
more than 15 years on death row for 
murder, before being found innocent, 
are to share their experiences at an 
event in Birmingham next week. 

Before Sunny Jacobs and Peter 
Pringle first met, they had both faced 
the death penalty for separate but 
very similar crimes. In 1976, Sunny 
was charged with opening gunfire 
and murdering two police officers in 
Florida. Four years later, Peter was 
sentenced to death for killing two po¬ 
licemen in Dublin. 

Both Sunny and Peter were victims 


of wrongful convictions and they first 
met in 1998 when Sunny was cam¬ 
paigning against the death penalty 
at an Amnesty International event in 
Ireland. 

The wrongful convictions echo the 
original case of Wisconsin resident 
Steven Avery, the subject of Netflix’s 
hit 10-part documentary ‘Making a 
Murderer’. Avery served 18 years in 
prison after being wrongly convicted 
of sexual assault and attempted mur¬ 
der in 1985, before DNA evidence 
eventually cleared him of the crime. 
Sunny and Peter now dedicate part of 


their lives to campaigning for human 
rights and will be sharing their story 
at Birmingham City University’s 
Curzon Building at the ‘Two Tales 
of Death Row’ event from 6pm until 
8pm on Wednesday. 

Sunny said: “Peter and I have fol¬ 
lowed the work of Birmingham City 
University’s School of Law and the 
staff’s dedication to undertaking 
death penalty work. We’re looking 
forward to meeting the fabulous peo¬ 
ple taking time to do such very im¬ 
portant work and telling them what a 
difference their work is making.” 


Terror arrest nightmare 
father flies back home 


A FATHER-OF-FOUR from Smeth¬ 
wick is finally home after ( a night¬ 
mare’ two months in a Portuguese 
prison. 

Paramjeet Singh Saini was arrested be¬ 
fore Christmas by Interpol while on holi¬ 
day in the Algarve after Indian authori¬ 
ties accused him of terrorism. 

But he won his 
legal battle last Fri¬ 
day when the Por¬ 
tuguese government 
threw out the case 
against him - and is 
delighted to be back 
home. 

Speaking from a 
hotel in Oldbury, Mr 
Saini said: “I’m very 
happy - there are 
no words to describe 
what it feels like 
being back in the UK, 
back in my country. 
“When I was de¬ 
tained I was shocked and scared. The support 
from my family, my community, my legal 
advisers, the UK government and MPs has 
been amazing. I was very positive and started 
to think it was only a matter of time before I 
would be released. “It was a nightmare and at 
times I was very scared. Eight weeks in prison 
after being on holiday - you don’t think that’s 
possible. I can’t forgive the Indian govern¬ 
ment.” 

Support for Mr Saini’s case reached fever 
pitch in the last few weeks as hundreds of peo¬ 
ple descended on the Portuguese Embassy in 
London last week. 

His children also appeared in an emotional 
video to plea for their father’s return. Indian 
authorities alleged Mr Saini was involved in 
the killing of prominent Sikh politician Rulda 
Singh in the Punjab in 2009 but British terror 
police had already investigated and found no 
evidence of his involvement. 

His wife Pinky Kaur claimed he became a 
target for India due to his activism and views 
of human rights in the country. 

Mr Saini, who was granted asylum in the 
UK in 2000, said: “When they arrested me 
they presented me as a terrorist or a bomber - 
things like that - which was very nasty for me. 
I’m going to carry on what I was doing before, 
keep working in the community.”

CHARITY fundraiser and ath¬ 
lete-extraordinaire, ‘Blind’ 
Dave Heeley has brought out 
a book to tell his incredible life 
story. 

The West-Bromwich based 
runner, the only blind man ever 
to have completed seven mar¬ 
athons on seven continents in 
seven days, has published his 
story, From Light To Dark. 

Born with a disease called 
Retinitis Pigments (RP) Dave 
was diagnosed aged 10 and 
completely lost sight in both 
eyes over the next few years. 
Despite his blindness he has 
dedicated his life to raising 
money for charity and being a 
motivational speaker to both 
able bodied and disabled people. 

Dave showed athletic promise 
from an early age, smashing his 
town’s 1,500-metre track re¬ 
cord. His devastating diagnosis 
shattered his sporting dreams 
and he hastily gave up on sport¬ 
ing activity. 

From Light To Dark charts 
Dave’s incredible life story, his 
journey coming to terms with 
blindness and how he grew into 
a man to triumph over adver¬ 
sity. To date he has raised over 
£500,000 for various charities 
and has completed numerous 
challenges and raised money 
to support national and inter¬ 
national charities including 
UNICEF, Guide Dogs For The 
Blind and Macmillan Cancer 
Support. 

With a foreword by the re¬ 
cord-breaking adventurer Sir 
Ranulph Fiennes, OBE, who 
has called Dave’s exploits ‘a 
true inspiration’, the book has 
been written by Dave and So¬ 
phie Parkes and is available 
now through Amazon at £16.99.

No cash help for Black Country councils 


LOCAL government will receive 
£300 million to ease funding cuts 
to central government grants - but 
cash-strapped local authorities in the 
Black Country won’t get a penny. 

Communities secretary Greg Clark 
has announced a £150m support 
scheme for councils in each of the 
next two years in response to con¬ 
cerns over changes to funding cal¬ 
culations. But none of the four local 


authorities in the Black Country 
will receive any of the transitional 
money - sparking fury among coun¬ 
cil bosses. 

Tory-run Staffordshire County 
Council will receive additional fund¬ 
ing of £5.56m over two years. 

The announcement came after the 
conclusion of the consultation on the 
provisional Local Government Fi¬ 
nancial Settlement. 


Critics say the new relief fund will 
overwhelmingly help Conservative 
areas, including the Prime Minister’s 
own Oxfordshire council which is set 
to get £9m over two years. 

Sandwell Council’s finance chief 
Councillor Steve Eling said the an¬ 
nouncement meant the authority 
was facing a budget shortfall of £24m 
over the next year. “This really sticks 
in the craw,” he said. 


“Tory county councils and unitary 
authorities have complained about 
the level of cuts and it is predomi¬ 
nantly them who have benefited from 
this money. From a budget setting 
perspective it leaves us exactly where 
we expected to be.” 

Sandwell Council has faced cuts 
totalling £156m since 2010. 

Walsall Council has to find £80m of 
cuts over the next three years. 


Green light given to 
new electricity plant

A NEW power plant which 
will provide back-up elec¬ 
tricity supply to thousands 
of homes and businesses 
will be built on disused land 
in Wednesbury. 

Council planners have given 
the go-ahead for the site, which 
will be almost an acre in size, to 
be built in Bilport Lane, to the 
west of the Protheroe Industrial 
Estate. 

A small increase in noise of two 
decibels would arise from the plant 
if used during the night, planning 
documents state. But a three-metre 
high acoustic fence will surround it 
to reduce ‘noise and visual impacts’ 
that could hinder nearby residents. 

Planners have also urged develop¬ 
ers to pay attention to landscaping, 
pollution and the environmental im¬ 
pact of the site. 

Councillors have asked residents 
to speak to them with any concerns. 

The nearest houses are 500 me¬ 
tres away from the build in Eyston 
Avenue and Narraway Grove off 
Blakeley Wood Road. 

Feedback 

Councillor Bob Lloyd, who repre¬ 
sents the Wednesbury South ward, 
said he had received no feedback so 
far. He added: “But we want to reas¬ 
sure residents, as with any develop¬ 
ment, that we are more than happy 
to talk to them if they do have any 
worries. There are methods of mak¬ 
ing sure that potential noise and 
pollution is monitored, so hopefully 
developers will have take these into 
consideration. Anything that brings 
jobs or sees land being used and con¬ 
tributions made is a positive for the 
area.” 

The plant will be fuelled by diesel 
and operated by 14 gas engines. 

It was first earmarked as being 
a suitable location in 2014 due to 
its electrical and gas network and 
‘excellent existing road access and 
infrastructure connections’ by ap¬ 
plicant Wednesbury Power Ltd, who 
are based in Southampton. Two jobs 
will be created during the build.

£4,600 bill 
for trader 
who left job 
unfinished 

A ROGUE trader who failed to finish 
a job after being paid a large chunk of 
the bill up front has been made to pay 
£4,600 after appearing at court. 

Carl Roberts, from Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, who traded as Regency Drives, 
also misled customers by claiming 
on his promotional leaflet that he 
had recently done work for Sandwell 
Council, whose logo he used on his 
advertisement, magistrates were told. 

Dudley Magistrates Court heard 
Roberts had quoted £3,600 to lay a 
new drive at a house in Wordsley in 
December 2014, but after being paid 
£2,600 by the customer only turned 
up once to start the job and left after 
laying the hardcore and drains, never 
returning. The customer eventually 
had to have the whole job redone by 
another contractor. 

Roberts, of Ireton Road, Bushbury, 
pleaded guilty to two offences under 
the Consumer Protection from Un¬ 
fair Trading Regulations 2008 and an 
offence under the Fraud Act 2006 of 
participating in a fraudulent business. 

He was given a 12-month condi¬ 
tional discharge and ordered to pay 
£2,600 compensation to the customer 
and £2,000 costs to Dudley Council. 

Councillor Rachel Harris, cabinet 
member for health at Dudley Coun¬ 
cil, said: “This prosecution sends out 
a clear message that we will protect 
people from the activity of rogue trad¬ 
ers who flout the law and carry out 
sub-standard work. This kind of activ¬ 
ity causes a huge amount of distress 
to the victims.” 

Hoverboards 
sales stopped 

TRADING Standards officers stopped 
the sale of nearly 1,800 unsafe ‘hover- 
boards’ in Birmingham in the run-up 
to Christmas, according to a report 

Birmingham City Council’s trad¬ 
ing standards team worked with port 
authorities across the country to sus¬ 
pend the sale of the popular gadgets. 

Most of the items had come from 
China. 

Officers contacted firms importing 
the boards in December to establish 
if the products met safety legislation. 

And as a result they found 1,766 
boards didn’t which were then sus¬ 
pended from nine importers. 

This followed a number of reported 
incidents across the country where 
the battery-powered, self-balancing 
scooters caught fire, raising concerns 
over their safety. 

Woman suffers burns 
after fire in flat 

A WOMAN suffered burns and blis¬ 
ters after a fire broke out at her 
Tipton flat. Emergency crews were 
called to Fisher Street at 1.40pm last 
Wednesday. The fire was out when 
they arrived and the woman was 
treated by paramedics. The fire was 
caused by an oil burner.

Law Society 
hits out at 
decision to 
close court 

A REPRESENTATIVE body for so¬ 
licitors has criticised the decision to 
close magistrates courts in Sandwell 
and Stafford. 

The Law Society said the moved 
would ‘serve to deepen the inequali¬ 
ties in the justice system’. 

Law Society president Jonathan 
Smithers voiced his disappoint¬ 
ment and concern for the future, in 
response to the government’s an¬ 
nouncement that 86 courts will close 
in England and Wales. 

The Oldbury court is one of the 86 
which will be axed to save money. 

Stafford Magistrates’ Court will 
also shut between October and De¬ 
cember this year with hearings trans¬ 
ferred to Cannock. 

Mr Smithers said: “We are disap¬ 
pointed that the government is press¬ 
ing ahead with the closure of so many 
courts. 

“The majority of these closures will 
make it more difficult for a significant 
number of people to get to court, dis¬ 
proportionately affecting people living 
in rural areas, those with disabilities 
and lower income families. 

“Combined with increases in court 
fees and reductions in eligibility for 
legal aid, many of the closures will 
serve to deepen the inequalities in the 
justice system between those who can 
and cannot afford to pay.” 

Ministers said Sandwell Magis¬ 
trates Court was under-used and the 
British justice system needed modern¬ 
ising. 

Birmingham Youth Court and Soli¬ 
hull Magistrates Court will also shut. 


Social care call 
by town's MP 

A BLACK Country MP believes lo¬ 
cal authorities should be given more 
support to enable them to work with 
health providers on adult social care. 

James Morris said the area was 
‘one of the biggest challenges’ facing 
the UK. Addressing Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary of State for Commu¬ 
nities and Local Government Marcus 
Jones in the House of Commons, the 
Halesowen MP said: “Does the minis¬ 
ter agree that more needs to be done 
to integrate health and social care to 
encourage local authorities to work 
with local health providers to come 
up with innovative solutions?” 

In response, Mr Jones said the 
Government was ‘absolutely intent 
on spreading best practice around all 
areas of the country’. 

Homes plan for 
old pub garden 

SIX homes will be built on a former 
pub beer garden in Wednesbury, un¬ 
der new plans. 

An application has been submit¬ 
ted to Sandwell Council to build the 
four-bedroom semis in Hall End. 


Zulu war hero's medal fetches £50k 



The medal which fetched nearly £50,000 


A MEDAL won by a heroic soldier 
who fought against Zulu warriors in 
a bloody conflict has been sold at auc¬ 
tion for nearly £50,000. 

The medal of 1524 Private Joseph 
Bromwich 2-24th Foot, who fought in 
the Ango-Zulu War, was sold to a Mid¬ 
lands private collector for £48,980. 

It was inherited by a Black Coun¬ 
try couple through their family, who 
had no idea of its value. Around 150 
British and colonial soldiers defended 
a mission station in the Battle of 
Rorke’s Drift in South Africa. 

The fight lasted for 12 hours and 


was against a Zulu force of thousands. 
It proved the inspiration for the 1964 
blockbuster movie Zulu, starring Mi¬ 
chael Caine and Stanley Baker. 

Private Bromwich, who is buried 
in Bilston, served in the battle, aged 
just 22, alongside his elder brother 
Charles. The medal was originally es¬ 
timated to be sold for around £20,000 
at Fieldings Auctioneers in Stour¬ 
bridge, but went for over twice as 
much. He was born in St Mary’s, War¬ 
wick, on November 18 1856, enlist¬ 
ing into the 28th Brigade 24th Foot, 
Second Warwickshire, on August 27, 


1877, stating his civilian trade was a 
porter. He transferred the day after 
to the First Battalion 24th Foot, Sec¬ 
ond Warwickshires, and on January 
31 1878 to B Company of the Second 
Battalion 24th Foot. 

Private Bromwich was discharged 
from the Army in 1882, suffering 
from hepatitis, and settled with Bil- 
ston-born wife Betsy, in Aston, open¬ 
ing a boot and shoe repairing shop. 

His wife died in 1914 and the fol¬ 
lowing year, he was diagnosed with 
cancer of the tongue. He died on Feb¬ 
ruary 25 1916, aged just 60. 


Jail for man caught 
in 'widow' police trap 


A MAN has been jailed after he was 
caught in a police trap distributing 
indecent images of children. 

John Harrison, aged 60, emailed a wom¬ 
an he believed to be Kim Roberts, appar¬ 
ently a widow from Kent, who told him 
she had a son aged nine and daughter, six, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

But the name was an alias used to find out 
how Harrison, from Tipton, would react. 

Mr Ian Windridge, prosecuting, said that 
during the email exchange Harrison gave ‘Ms 
Roberts’ an indication of what he would wish 
to do, sending her more than 200 inappropriate 
pictures and video footage of children. 

Three months later, on June 24 last year, 
police executed a search warrant at Harrison’s 
Upper Church Lane home, seizing computer 
discs and other equipment. An analysis report 
revealed there were 667 of the more serious 
category A images, 538 category B pictures, 
3,777 category C images, 1,648 prohibited pic¬ 
tures and 21 images of extreme pornography. 

It was also noted that a number of relevant 
search terms were used, such as references to 
11-year-olds, puberty, family love and pre-teen 
hardcore, the court heard. Harrison admitted 
distributing material to others but was not able 
to give further details, although it was known 
that he was sending material to someone with 
the user name of Stacyll95, the court heard. 

Mr Windridge said: “Kim Roberts was a fic¬ 
titious name for someone who has connections 
with law enforcement. She played along, she 
did not encourage. It was a set-up to see what 
the defendant was prepared to do.” 

Mr David Bratt, defending, said Harrison 
was a married man, a hardworking employee 
and a ‘constructive’ member of society with no 
previous convictions. He said: “He knows the 
public revulsion of these cases.” He said that 
Harrison regarded the email exchange as ‘fan¬ 
tasy role play’. 

But Judge Wait told him: “Every child who 
appears in a moving or still image is, in truth, 
being tortured and the people who do this do 
it for money.” Harrison pleaded guilty to six 
charges of making indecent photos of chil¬ 
dren, two of distributing indecent photos of 
children, one count of possessing an extreme 
pornographic image and one of possessing a 
prohibited image of a child. He was sentenced 
to 18 months behind bars, placed on the sex 
offenders register and and made the subject of 
a sexual harm protection order.

A group gathered with placards, 
banners and posters for the 24- 
hour walkout yesterday as part of 
the ongoing dispute over new con¬ 
tracts. The major sticking point in 
the dispute is over weekend pay 


and whether Saturday should be 
largely classed as a normal work¬ 
ing day. 

Junior doctors - all medics 
below consultant level - have ac¬ 
cused secretary of state for health 
Jeremy Hunt of ‘trying to kill the 
NHS’ and feel they have been left 
with no choice but to strike. 

First year foundation student 
Amandeep Kahla, aged 26, joined 
the group of doctors striking at 
Sandwell Hospital and described 


the proposed new junior doctor’s 
contract as ‘insulting’. She said: 
“We are dedicated to our job but 
we are overworked and under¬ 
paid, and the new contracts are 
a huge contradiction to what the 
NHS stands for. What about pa¬ 
tient safety? That is meant to be 
paramount in all of this. These 
plans do not reflect that.” 

Around 300 appointments were 
called off at Sandwell Hospital 
and 182 at Russells Hall Hospital. 
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£59m housing

COUNCIL chiefs in Birmingham 
are set to approve a £59 million pro¬ 
gramme of investment into its stock 
of council properties. 

Cabinet member for neighbourhood 
management and homes, Council¬ 
lor John Cotton, said: “We currently 
own and manage 63,138 residential 
properties and have made substantial 
improvements to thousands of our 
properties over the last few years. 

“The average age of our properties 
is approaching 70 years so investing in 
our stock is essential in order to safe¬ 
guard its condition.”

Expensive 
hush while 
day centre 
is suffering 

NOBODY who has followed the fortunes 
of Wolverhampton Council for the past 
few years can be unaware of the massive 
cuts to services the authority has been 
imposing. 

Looking at the bigger picture, £146 mil¬ 
lion worth of savings over the next three 
years seems hard to comprehend. But it 
is the smaller stuff which really makes a 
difference. Take, for example, the Colum- 
ba Day Centre which cares for people 
suffering from dementia. It used to be 
funded by the council, but now faces 
possible closure unless £150,000 can be 
raised. 

It is in this context that we learn Wol¬ 
verhampton Council has spent nearly 
£8m of public money over the last five 
years buying the silence of departing 
staff. Yes, that’s right. Since 2011/2, the 
cash-strapped council has spent almost 
£8m on ensuring people do not talk pub¬ 
licly about their work or the reasons why 
they have left. 

In the past eight months alone, while 
the authority has been busy warning us 
about draconian cuts it has spent £1.8m 
on clauses to keep people quiet. What 
beans they thought their former staff 
were going to spill, we will probably nev¬ 
er know. But one can only assume that 
some of it was not going to be entirely 
positive. 

Perhaps £8m does not seem a great 
amount of money to an organisation han¬ 
dling hundreds of millions of pounds, but 
it would keep the Columba Day Centre, 
and dozens of other small, local services, 
for that matter, running for a good few 
years. Silence is golden, so the saying 
goes. And very expensive, by the sound 
of things. 

□ □□ 

NEARLY 50,000 people have signed 
a petition calling for the north of Eng¬ 
land, from Liverpool, Sheffield and Hull 
upwards, to join with Scotland in a new 
independent state. 

Actually, I use the term petition loosely. 
It is another one of these Change.org on¬ 
line campaigns, where busybody activists 
spend their days furiously tapping away 
at their computer screens believing they 
can change the world through a website. 

Still it raises an interesting question 
about how relevant the values of West¬ 
minster are to the rest of the UK, although 
I fear they have missed the point slightly. 

There is not so much a north-south di¬ 
vide in modern Britain, but a chasm be¬ 
tween London and the rest of Britain. The 
answer is surely not for the north of Eng¬ 
land to join with Scotland, but for London 
- or Islington, Camden and Notting Hill at 
the very least - to be declared an inde¬ 
pendent principality like Monaco.

Dark times gave Clint 
fuel for his creativity

From the Black Country to 
New York and Hollywood... 
soundtrack writer Clint Mansell 
talks to ANDY RICHARDSON 

HIS accent hasn’t changed a bit. 
Clint Mansell may have become 
one of Hollywood’s most important 
and successful soundtrack writers 
and been nominated for an Oscar 
but he still sounds like the same 
guy who used to drink at The Mitre 
in Stourbridge, back in the day. 

The former dreadlocked-hell-raiser of The 
Stourbridge Scene, who led Pop Will Eat Itself 
into the charts during 10 inglorious years, has 
not developed any airs and graces. There are 
no delusions of grandeur, no ideas above his 
station. He’s the same humble and intensely 
creative man that he ever was. 

“Y’alright, man,” he says, down the line 
from Los Angeles. He’s in poor shape today, 
he’s only had about four hours sleep. “Fve got 
this right stinking cold. I can’t shift it. I’ve had 
it for four months.” 

Charts 

Clint’s story is one of the most remarkable 
in the West Midlands. He formed PWEI and 
gatecrashed the charts on a wave of sam¬ 
ple-driven, industrial indie rock. Get The Girl! 
Kill The Baddies! hit the top 10 while X Y & 
Zee, Dance Of The Mad, Touched by the Hand 
of Cicciolina and RSVP weren’t far behind. 
But it was tunes like Beaver Patrol, Def. Con. 
One., Can U Dig It? and Wise Up! Sucker that 
cemented their status as cult heroes. They 
paved the way for The Wonder Stuff, Ned’s 
Atomic Dustbin and a plethora of others. 

“I still come back to Stourbridge,” he says. 
“I see my parents there three or four times a 
year. That whole scene was good to me. We 
had the best time. 

“I remember signing on on a Wednesday 
and the van would be waiting around the cor¬ 
ner to take us out of town and do a gig some¬ 
where for £50. We weren’t The Rolling Stones. 


We were renting vans from Value Van Hire at 
Brierley Hill then hitting the road in search of 
a good time.” 

Clint and bandmate Graham Crabb wrote 
most of the Poppies tunes until the band split 
in 1996. 

“We’d been doing that for 10 years and 
Adam, Graham, Richard, Fuzz and myself had 
been together as friends for the best part of 
15 years. We were all very much at a loss. The 
band sort of becomes your identity. I imagine 
it’s similar to anyone who’s been made redun¬ 
dant. You identify yourself through the things 
that you do. It took me at least three or four 
years to get back on my feet.” 

Clint went to New York. “I was lost, really. 
I was pretty broke as well. Suddenly you go 
from being in a successful band to not doing 
a great deal. The thing that kept me going 
must have been some kind of delusion. I was 
33,1 had no experience of anything other than 


writing songs. I just wanted to give it a shot 
in New York. 

“If it hadn’t have worked out I’d just have 
gone back to Stourbridge to do whatever I 
would have been doing. Sometimes you have 
to chance. Don’t get me wrong, it’s been a lot 
of hard work. I’ve done 60 film scores. 

“But without having taken that risk I’d 
never have gotten here. I’d missed the train 
to settle down and have kids. There were no 
other options.” 

In New York, Clint hooked up with the film 
director Darren Aronofsky, a Harvard Univer¬ 
sity alumni who has subsequently been nom¬ 
inated for an Oscar and created such films as 
The Wrestler, the 300 million-dollar-grossing 
Black Swan and the 350 million-dollar-gross¬ 
ing Noah. 

“Back in the day, with the band, I’d pay my 
dues by playing JB’s in Dudley, or The Hum¬ 
mingbird in Birmingham. When I started 


writing film scores, it was the same. At first, I 
was totally out of my depth. But I learnt a lot. 
After I’d done 10 or 12 films, I felt like I was 
getting the hang of it. 

“It was very fortuitous to meet Darren. 
It changed the course of both of our lives. It 
turned out that our sensibilities matched up. 
Because he delves into the dark side, if you 
like. 

Liberating 

“For me, there were a lot of dark times dur¬ 
ing that transition from PWEI to being a film 
score writer. But those dark times gave me 
fuel.” 

Clint’s moody and elegiac music dovetailed 
perfectly with Darren’s films. 

“It was totally different from being in the 
band. Then, we’d write songs for ourselves. 
We’d write about anything we liked. But when 
you write for a film you have to serve the film 
and go with the director’s wishes. But in a 
weird way, that’s very liberating.” 

Clint scored Darren’s debut film, Pi, and 
was retained to score the next, Requiem For 
A Dream, which featured the composition Lux 
Aeterna. The piece has been used in film and 
trailers while a version was re-orchestrated 
for choir and full orchestra on The Lord of the 
Rings: The Two Towers. Not bad for a fella 
from Stourbridge who used to spend most of 
his time drunk. 

There have been more successes, most nota¬ 
bly the scores to The Fountain, Smokin’ Aces, 
The Wrestler, Black Swan and Moon. Clint’s 
work is ubiquitous; featuring on Top Gear, 
Lost, The Da Vinci Code and in computer 
games. 

“I’ve been very fortunate that I’ve been able 
to do what I’ve wanted while putting some 
bread on the table. I know I’m not right for 
every other film. It has to speak to me. It has 
to draw on something that’s within me be¬ 
cause I feel then that I can bring something 
to the table.”

Paper trail for Bard 


FROM King Richard III to King Lear 
and Caliban to Romeo - Shake¬ 
speare’s most famous characters 
have been handcrafted from paper 
and cardboard for an exhibition. 

The show displays scale models over 6ft 
tall, a 10ft high balcony and even a walk-in 
tavern. 

It has been made as a tribute to mark 400 
years since the Bard’s death. Each piece on dis¬ 
play at Birmingham City University was individ¬ 
ually crafted by 22 first year students from the 


design for theatre, performance and events de¬ 
gree course. They used techniques learned on the 
course to sculpt 780 metres of corrugated card¬ 
board and nearly 5,000 metres of brown paper 
into the entire setting and characters. 

Among the figures on show are a likeness of 
William Shakespeare himself, sat writing at his 
desk and full-size replicas of some of theatre’s 
most famous names - including King Lear, Cali¬ 
ban, Richard III, Romeo and Juliet. 

The exhibition took nearly three weeks to 
create, with students working day and night 
to make each setting, character and item from 
scratch, as well as selecting music and lighting 


to complement each element. Hollie Wright, 
module leader for the project, said: “The project 
is a simple yet extremely effective approach to 
experiential learning. 

“We want the first year students to engage 
with fundamental principles associated with 
performance design.” 

The Shakespeare Birthplace Trust helped stu¬ 
dents with research, later visiting the installa¬ 
tion to select a number of characters and settings 
which will be displayed in Stratford-upon-Avon 
when the project ends. Housed in the Shell space 
at the university’s Parkside building, it is open 
to the public until February 26.

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City’s trams to be battery-operated

BIRMINGHAM is to be the first UK 
city to use cutting edge battery tech¬ 
nology to operate its trams, removing 
overhead power lines. 

A fleet of Midland Metro Urbos 3 
trams will be fitted with hi-tech bat¬ 
teries to power the vehicles through 
architecturally sensitive areas. 

It means there will be no need for 
overhead cables around the 182-year- 
old Town Hall in Victoria Square when 
the city centre Metro line is extended 
through from New Street station to 
Centenary Square. 

Councillor John McNicholas, chair¬ 
man of the ITA’s delivery committee, 


said: “When we placed the order in 
2012 for our new fleet of trams the 
ITA had the vision for them being 
capable of running without overhead 
wires, and also means the planned Bir¬ 
mingham Eastside extension running 
under the proposed HS2 station at 
Curzon Street will not need expensive 
infrastructure works to accommodate 
overhead lines. 

“Negotiations have begun with bat¬ 
tery suppliers but the final cost is not 
yet available,” he said. 

“The technology then was not suf¬ 
ficiently developed to incorporate into 
the Birmingham city centre extension, 


but provision was made within the 
contract that should technology catch 
up the new trams could be retro-fitted 
with batteries. 

“The application of battery technol¬ 
ogy on this scale in the West Midlands 
will be a historic first for the UK light 
rail industry and the modern era of 
British tramways.” 

Batteries will be fitted on the tram 
roof and will be recharged by overhead 
lines along other parts of the route, 
and are expected to need replacing at 
roughly seven-year intervals. The will 
be ready to run when the extension to 
Centenary Square opens in 2019.

Delighted Great Barr tenant San¬ 
dra Sidwell showed off improvements 
made to her home under the scheme to 
Councillor Paul Moore, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for regeneration. 

Mrs Sidwell, who has lived in her 
Coleridge Road home for 26 years, 
with husband Robert, has benefited 
from nine new double-glazed windows, 
plus improvements to her roof and 
central heating system. The house has 


also had new electrical rewiring and 
external wall insulation fitted. 

Mrs Sidwell said: “Before the work 
was done, I couldn’t get the house 
warm unless the gas fire and central 
heating were both on. Now I only need 
the central heating on for a few hours 
a day - it’s never been warmer. 

“The difference between before and 
after the improvements to my home 
has been staggering.” 

The internal improvements pack¬ 
age is being carried out for the council 
by three construction partners Lovell 
Partnerships, who completed the land¬ 
mark 4,000th home, VINCI Facilities 


and Wates Living Space. So far, the 
project, which began in March 2014 
has notched up an impressive scale 
of improvements including the repair 
or refurbishment of 2,302 bathrooms, 
2,122 kitchens and 1,634 roofs. 

A further 2,663 homes have had cen¬ 
tral heating work done and another 
2,951 homes have been rewired. 

By the end of February, another 500 
homes will have been completed. 

Councillor Moore said: “The reac¬ 
tion from tenants is extremely positive 
as the programme is not only improv¬ 
ing peoples’ homes but the quality of 
their lives too.”

Footballer's daughter 
nets 60th anniversary 


A FORMER West Bromwich 
Albion striker’s daughter 
found her match of the day 
60 years ago - and their love 
is still going strong. 

Shirley and John Flood have marked 
their diamond wedding anniversary 
and it was thanks to Shirley’s foot- 
ball-playing father that the two met 
and settled in West Bromwich. 

Joe Johnson played for the Baggies 
in the lead up to the Second World 
War. He only spent two years playing 
for Albion, between 1937 and 1939, 
though he had an impressive scoring 
record netting 22 goals in 55 appear¬ 
ances. He was probably as well-known 
in the town for the cafe he ran in Dart¬ 
mouth Park after the war. 

Joe, who died in 1983, ran the cafe 
for three decades. In 2012, a snack bar 
was opened in his honour on the site 
it once stood. 

He turned out more times for Stoke 
City, and scored four goals in a game 
against the Baggies when they were 
trounced 10-3 in 1937, but West Bro¬ 
mwich became home for Shirley. She 
helped out at the cafe from the age of 
10 and was a familiar face there in the 
years to come. 

Her family also managed catering at 
the town’s Grand Hall and it was there 
in 1953 that she met John, who was 
attending a dance organised by St Mi¬ 
chael’s Church - the place where the 
two would be married two years later. 

Six decades of happy marriage 
followed and the couple have four 
children, seven grandchildren, two 
step-grandchildren and one great 
grandchild. 

Shirley, aged 80, says they have 
stayed together for so long because 
they are still in love. She said: “He was 
tall, handsome and good looking and 
that’s what I was looking for.”

Homes plan earmarked 


MORE than 300 homes could 
be built on a run-down indus¬ 
trial estate in Cradley Heath. 

Planners are being recommend¬ 
ed to approve the scheme to de¬ 
molish the factory units off Woods 
Lane and Macarthur Road and 
create a new housing estate of 351 
homes. 

Sandwell Council has been handed 
more than £5 million from the Black 


Country Local Enterprise Partnership 
in support of the plan. 

In advocating approval, an officers’ 
report ahead of a planning meeting, 
says: “The proposal should be wel¬ 
comed as it accords with nationally 
and locally adopted policy. 

“In submitting this application 
Sandwell Council are facilitating the 
implementation of an aspiration in the 
adopted development plan to release 
the land for residential development 
and to bring a high quality sustainable 


housing scheme forward for the local 
community.” 

The scheme has been hailed as ‘long 
overdue’ by ward councillor Julie 
Webb, who said it would be major 
boost for Cradley Heath. 

The council has already had the go- 
ahead to demolish the buildings. 

The plans form part of a vision to re¬ 
store the Woods Lane area of Cradley 
Heath, near the town’s train station, 
which is mostly populated by derelict 
factory units.

Microbar owner hits back at 
fears over potential clientele 


Big clear-up 
as Imogen 
hits town 

ENVIRONMENT Agency 
workers were called into 
action as Storm Imogen 
wreaked havoc in Oldbury. 

Trash screens had to be 
removed, which protect 
flood defences after heaps of 
debris including washed up 
twigs, branches and leaves 
were collected to prevent 
any blockages at the Park 
Road site. In other areas of 
the UK thousands were left 
without power. 

Tania Phillips, communi¬ 
cation assistant, said: “We 
have what are called trash 
screens protecting many 
of our flood defences and 
culverts. The trash screen 
works a bit like a sieve 
stopping debris travelling 
further and causing a flood 
risk. 

“With the impact of so 
much rain over the week¬ 
end, lots of debris has been 
washed up to many of our 
trash screens, so teams 
have been out all over the 
weekend and into this week 
clearing them.”

THE owner of a new Sandwell microbar has hit back 
at residents claims of anticipated nuisance behaviour 
- saying it will be a ‘smart welcoming bar for mature 
adults’. 

Planning permission was granted by Sandwell Council to con¬ 
vert the former Oldbury Pharmacy shop on Causeway Green 
Road into a licenced microbar, but residents feared noise, litter 
and drunken anti-social behaviour would also come with it. 


The bar - which will be called 
B68 - aims to open in April with 
work commencing on the premises 
in early March. Simon Dunne has 
responded to the criticism, saying 
he hopes that the bar will become 
an ‘asset’ to the local area. 

Mr Dunne, who has wanted to 
open the bar for more than 18 
months, said: “We have wanted to 
open a small real ale bar after get¬ 
ting tired of watching the local pubs 
become rundown shadows of their 
former selves. 

“We want to create a place where 
couples and mature adults can enjoy 
a drink of locally produced beer or a 
quality freshly made cooked meat 
or cheese cob and salad, in a smart 
welcoming bar. 

“We have had restrictions placed 
on us from the local council includ¬ 
ing closing by 11pm and having the 
rear garden closed by 8.30pm which 
we are happy to abide by. However 
we have no wish at this time to be 
open any later than 10pm.” 

Last week concerned residents 
said that they felt the council had 
not listened to their worries about 
late-night drinking and rowdy 
gatherings outside in the summer.

Seven letters of objection were re¬ 
ceived from neighbouring proper¬ 
ties. Adam Williams said he was 
concerned about the noise levels 
and potential anti-social behaviour, 
as his children live just doors away. 

But Mr Dunne added: “We have 
done extensive research into the 
running of a microbar including vis¬ 
iting similar places as far away as 
Derbyshire and they have had zero 
problems with noisy patrons leav¬ 
ing their premises, as the type of 
people these bars attract tend to be 
your more mature sensible adults 
simply looking for a quiet night out. 

The premises have stood empty 
since last year. 


Warning on 
gridlock for 
main artery 
into Oldbury 

ROADWORKS misery for drivers 
on a busy route into Oldbury is set 
to get worse - with two sets of tem¬ 
porary traffic lights put up just 500 
metres apart from each other. 

South Staffs Water is digging up 
Rood End Road to install new pipe¬ 
lines. 

Work started in the final week of 
January with a set of traffic lights 
going up but they have now been 
joined by another set just a few hun¬ 
dred yards down the road. 

Residents are also facing dis¬ 
ruption and have been warned the 
water supply may need to be shut 
off during the works. 

It comes as part of ongoing im¬ 
provement programme by South 
Staffs Water which intend to re¬ 
place the water mains in Pope’s 
Lane, Tat Bank Road and Rood End 
Road over the coming months. 

Although work being carried out 
at the junction of Barker Street and 
Cemetery Road in Rood End has 
just finished, work in surrounding 
streets will continue until April 10. 

Children 

Temporary traffic lights have 
been put up on the road which is 
usually busy during rush hour with 
passing trade from local shops and 
schools. 

Councillor Preet Gill said that un¬ 
fortunately the work was ‘unavoid¬ 
able’, adding: “We are trying our 
best efforts to minimise congestion 
at busy times by advising parents 
to drop children off on the nearby 
car park at school times to prevent 
build-up. 

“People are aware that the work 
needs to be done and that it will 
make a difference. 

“So far we have had no major con¬ 
cerns from residents or businesses.” 

Drivers have been told to expect 
delays at peak times when travel¬ 
ling in around the area during the 
length of projects.

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Historic church future 
is saved in sale deal 



St James’ Church off Holyhead Road, Wednesbury, is changing hands but is to remain a place of worship 


THE future of a landmark 
Wednesbury church threat¬ 
ened with closure has been 
secured in a new deal. 

St James’ Church is set to re¬ 
main as a place of worship with a 
group understood to be in the fi¬ 
nal stages of taking it over. 

It will no longer be a Church of Eng¬ 
land site but religious leaders have 
spoken of their relief that it will still 
be used as a place of worship rather 
than being demolished or converted 
into offices or housing. A group from 


the Eternal Order of Seraphim and 
Cherubim (ESOCS) has been using 
the church and is currently trying to 
buy it. 

St James’ remains open as a Church 
of England venue for weddings, funer¬ 
als and baptisms but this will cease 
when it changes hands. 

Dwindling congregation numbers 
and spiralling debts totalling thou¬ 
sands of pounds means leaders can no 
longer afford to run the church, which 
has stood off the main Holyhead Road 
since the mid-19th century. 

Father Martin Ennis, who is over¬ 
seeing the church until it changes 


hands, said: “The building’s future 
looks to be secured at the moment. 

“I am of course delighted that St 
James is continuing to be used for 
Christian worship and pleased to offer 
my prayers that ESOCS will flourish 
there.” 

Wednesbury councillor Elaine Costi- 
gan said: “If the church is going to be 
saved I am delighted. 

“It is a shame because we are losing 
ah our historic buildings so it is great 
that this is being kept. 

“It would have been criminal to get 
rid of it. This is part of the history of 
Wednesbury.”

Children's services move sparks 
social workers' walkout threat 


SOCIAL workers in Sandwell have threat¬ 
ened to strike if control of the council’s 
under-fire children’s services is handed to 
outside bodies. 

The Government is considering moving 
the service into the control of an inde¬ 
pendent trust - but Unison members have 
voted unanimously for a motion calling for 
a ballot on strike action if the plans are ap¬ 
proved. 

Last year the council department was 
deemed ‘inadequate’ by an Ofsted inspec¬ 
tion and in November an independent ex¬ 
pert warned serious improvements were 
needed to ensure the safety of children. 

But Unison have hit back and said ‘poor 
management and leadership over the years’ 


has contributed to the three ‘inadequate’ 
rankings. More than 150 staff working in 
Children’s Social Care have signed the Uni¬ 
son petition. 

In December commissioner Eleanor Bra¬ 
zil was appointed by the Government to 
oversee improvements in Sandwell’s chil¬ 
dren’s services. She previously oversaw the 
transition of Slough and Doncaster chil¬ 
dren’s services into trusts, and will make 
her recommendations to ministers on what 
action should be taken in March. 

Sandwell Unison’s preference is to be 
twinned with a good authority to help it im¬ 
prove, rather than the government looking 
to impose a trust model - according to sec¬ 
retary Tony Barnsley. 


Jail for courier who had 
Aladdin's Cave of stolen 
cars and components 


A COURIER whose com¬ 
pound was described as an 
‘Aladdin’s Cave’ of stolen 
vehicles and parts has been 
jailed for his role in a £635,000 
car-cutting conspiracy. 

Birmingham Crown Court 
heard how police discovered parts 
from at least 28 high value vehi¬ 
cles stolen across Birmingham 
and the Black Country in Rukh- 
sar Ahmed’s Smethwick lock-up. 

The courier, aged 32, was said to 
have rented the space for the scheme’s 
ringleader Zamir Akhtar - who was 
jailed for four years and eight months 
after admitting conspiracy to steal cars 
in 2014. 

Dad-of-two Ahmed’s role in the 
conspiracy was only uncovered after 
police followed him to the Rolfe Street 
premises on another matter. Officers 
found a stolen £35,000 Mercedes on 
false plates in the compound and, on 
further investigation uncovered a 
building full of stolen parts. 

The haul included engines, gear¬ 
boxes, doors, airbags and door trims.

Ahmed, of Salisbury Road, Washwood 
Heath, Birmingham, pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to handle stolen goods. 

Jailing him for 18 months, Judge 
Richard Bond said: “The police discov¬ 
ered in Smethwick what I describe as 
an Aladdin’s cave of vehicles and car 
parts. You said Zamir Akhtar was a 
gentleman who asked you to rent some 
space for him. Originally you had no 
idea what he was doing but then you 
realised stolen goods were being stored 
and traded from there. 

Locations 

“Once you had that knowledge you 
lent yourself to the arrangement to 
receive stolen goods and a conspiracy 
which lawyers refer to as fencing.” 

The network of car cutters, led by 
Akhtar, stole cars from Birmingham, 
the Black Country and Coventry in car 
key burglaries and in one case a car¬ 
jacking. Different locations, including 
Ahmed’s compound, were then used 
to strip down the vehicles before the 
parts were sold off. 


Some of the parts uncovered in 
Smethwick were found to be on sale 
on an eBay site belonging to Owen 
Williams. The 21-year-old, of Peplow 
Road, Kitts Green, Birmingham, re¬ 
ceived an eight month custody term 
suspended for two years after also 
admitting conspiracy to handle stolen 
goods. He was ordered to carry out 150 
hours unpaid work. 

Judge Bond said Williams and 
Ahmed had different levels of culpa¬ 
bility within the conspiracy leading to 
different sentences. He said to Ahmed: 
“Without you the other gentleman 
Zamir Akhtar would not be able to 
carry on trading in these items. 

“I accept you were not the person 
at the gates watching the vehicles 
come in or receiving them. But simply 
looking at that Mercedes vehicle sto¬ 
len in a burglary relatively recently in 
2014 with its new number plate, you 
would have had knowledge expensive 
vehicles were coming into your com¬ 
pound.” 

Mt Balbir Singh, defending, said 
Ahmed had little knowledge of the 
conspiracy and that he had simply 
rented the space out for Akhtar. 


Recycling 
dodgers bid 
under fire 

A SCHEME to tackle resi¬ 
dents dodging recycling in 
Sandwell has been blasted 
as ‘impractical’ by a council¬ 
lor, believing it could cause 
chaos across the borough. 

Wrong items being placed 
in recycling bins across the 
area is costing the council 
more than £1 million a year. 
And chiefs have warned that 
bins will be left uncollected 
at the side of the road if it 
continues. 

But UKIP Councillor 
Phillip Garrett said: “Ob¬ 
viously, this is costing the 
council £lm a year so it is 
an important issue, but to 
actually picture people rum¬ 
maging through your bins is 
quite comical. 

“I can understand the 
reasons behind this scheme, 
but it is too impractical to 
suggest it is going to work 
for a borough the size of 
Sandwell. It’s not some¬ 
thing they’re going to be 
able to put into practice in 
my opinion.” 

The scheme will propose 
blue stickers to be stuck on 
bins which have not been 
emptied as they contain 
rubbish which cannot be 
recycled. Letters have been 
sent to 115,000 households 
in the borough reminding 
residents which items can 
and cannot be recycled.

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Exhibition builds 
on toy memories

Visitors can journey through last 170 years of 
construction kits, reports MARION BRENNAN 


FROM wooden blocks 
to elaborate Lego land¬ 
scapes, a new exhibition 
takes visitors on a journey 
through the last 170 years 
of toy construction kits. 

Assembled Dreams: A Histo¬ 
ry of Building Toys at Wolver¬ 
hampton Art Gallery features 
a range of classic toys collected 
by the city council’s arts and 
heritage service, and well as 
loans from the author and toy 
historian Brian Salter. 

The collection features more 
than two dozen different construc¬ 


tion kits and models spanning 
more than a century of history. 

It charts developments from the 
wooden blocks used by the Ger¬ 
man Kindergarten movement in 
the 1840s right through to Lego 
Architecture, introduced in 2008. 

It also explains how Lego be¬ 
came the largest toy maker in 
the world, and how the plastic 
interlocking brick so commonly 
associated with the Danish man¬ 
ufacturer was first devised in the 


mid-1980s by British toy maker 
Kiddicraft. 

The Lego Group began in 1916, 
creating wooden toys out of a car¬ 
pentry shop in Denmark. 

But after the Second World War, 
when plastic became the new big 
thing, Lego bosses bought a plas¬ 
tic mould injector from a salesman 
who showed them what a British 
toy-maker was doing. 

He was Hilary Fisher Page who 
had created, and legally patented, 
a plastic building block. But Lego 
just took the design without ever 
getting in touch with Page. 

Hollow 

Over the years they refined it - 
the official birth of what is really 
the modern Lego came in 1958, 
when they added the hollow tubes 
on the underside to help with in¬ 
terlocking. 

But the design remains that 
taken from Kiddicraft. 

Page’s daughter has said her fa¬ 
ther died before finding out about 
Lego, and certainly before it be¬ 
came one of the biggest brands in 
the history of toys. 

Ironically, Lego has since be¬ 
come an aggressive litgator 
against brands it sees as stealing 
its designs, becoming embroiled in

numerous legal battles, including 
a famous fight with Tyco in the 
early 1980s which Lego lost. 

A highlight of the show is an im¬ 
pressive model made by students 
from the West Midlands Construc¬ 
tion University Technical College 
of its £70 million new home, cur¬ 
rently being built at the site of the 
former Springfield Brewery. 

Work started at the 12-acre 
plot in September. The college, 
which will offer 14 to 18-year-olds 
technical, practical and academic 
courses, is due to open later this 
year and will eventually take 600 
students. 

Councillor John Reynolds, cab¬ 


inet member for city economy, 
said: “Building toys have been 
part of the childhood experience of 
everyone who has grown up in the 
industrial age. 

From the simple efforts of ba¬ 
bies to pile blocks one on another 
to adult hobbyists’ drive to build 
ever more complex models, con¬ 
struction kits play a key role in 
teaching us about how to build. 

“This exhibition will not only be 
a fascinating trip down memory 
lane for people young and old, but 
may also encourage a few visitors 
to dust off their old Meccano sets 
and get building.” 

It runs until March 5.

THIS spring’s 400th anniversary of the death 
of William Shakespeare has inspired Bir¬ 
mingham Royal Ballet’s spring season in the 
company’s home city. 

Last seen on the Birmingham Hippodrome stage with 
their sumptuous annual festive treat The Nutcracker, BRB 
return with a programme of three ballets, including two 
based on plays by the Bard. 

BRB is featuring a double bill of Sir Frederick Ashton’s 
classic works, which includes his 1964 ballet The Dream, 
based on Shakespeare’s A Midsummer Night’s Dream, 
which opens the company’s year-long Shakespeare com¬ 
memoration.

BRB spokeswoman Claire Lishman says: “In The Dream, 
love gets out of hand for mortals and fairies alike in an 
elegant and witty distillation of Shakespeare’s A Midsum¬ 
mer Night’s Dream. Alongside it, we offer A Month In The 
Country, inspired by Turgenev’s play. Ashton captures the 
mood of the play through exquisite dance in this moving 
account of unrequited love.” 

On Romeo and Juliet, Ms Lishman adds: “Love at first 
dance, forbidden passions, dangerous secrets and fate com¬ 
bine in an exhilarating classic ballet.” 

Set to Prokofiev’s soaring score, Romeo and Juliet tells 
the familiar tale of two young lovers at the mercy of power¬ 
ful families and their own hearts. From the balcony scene’s 
ecstatic pas de deux to the heart-breaking end, Romeo and 
Juliet has been an audience favourite since its first per¬ 
formance 51 years ago, when Margot Fonteyn and Rudolf 
Nureyev received 43 curtain calls.

HALSEY had an awesome 2015. The singer and songwriter 
from New Jersey, real name Ashley Nicolette Frangipane, 
topped polls for best breakthrough act, got to No2 in the 
US chart with debut album Badlands, was special guest on 
Justin Bieber’s track The Feeling and sold out New York’s 
Madison Square Garden. 

Still only 21, the one-girl-phenomenon is about to release 
her latest track New Americana and perform her first gig in 
Birmingham, at the 02 Academy on Saturday, as part of a 
sold-out UK tour.

Stars are out to shine 


at star-studded bash 


T he Brits returns to the 02 
tonight to bring us a much- 
needed annual dose of music 
industry glitter, awkward award 
presentation and headline-generating 
performances during the dark days of 
British winter. 

Tonight’s headline act is Rihanna, 
who is back to perform for the fourth 
time, following the long-awaited 
release of her eighth album, ANTI. 

It’s likely that she’ll perform her 
smash-hit single, Work, which topped 
of the charts in 90 countries. 

For the Barbadian singer, it’ll give 
her an opportunity to warm up before 
her world tour returns to the UK in 
June; and for her fans, it’s the first Brit 
Awards performance since 2012, 
when she blew the crowd away with a 
rendition of We Found Love. 

British songstress Adele was the 
first act to be named on this year’s bill, 
which was considered quite a coup for 
the organisers. 

Back in 2011, she performed a 
spine-tingling version of Someone 
Like You, but the year after she made 
headlines for swearing at “the suits” 


who forced host James Corden to cut 
her speech short, largely because 
Blur had bumbled around on stage 
before her. 

Fresh from their half-time show 
alongside Beyonce at the Superbowl 
earlier this month, Coldplay will also 
be performing. 

Chris Martin and co have suggested 
that their new album, A Head Full of 
Dreams, may be their last. 

But, as they proved in a 
barnstorming London gig earlier this 
year, the record sounds as good live 
as any of their previous work. 

Having recently beaten The Beatles’ 
record for having the most singles in 
the UK top 40 at any one time, 
Canadian singer Justin Bieber is also 
sure to to be a hit with the Brits crowd. 

There will also be performances 
from Jess Glynne, who rose to 
success in 2014 after being featured 
on Clean Bandit’s single Rather Be, 
and James Bay, who won the Critics 
Choice Award 2015. 

Canadian singer-cum-producer The 
Weeknd and 2011 X-Factor 
winners Little Mix will also be on stage. 


Finally, there will a touching tribute 
to the much-missed David Bowie 
following his death on January 10. 

Bowie was a two-time Brit winner 
and became the oldest recipient of the 
Best British Male Solo Artist award two 
years ago. On the awards front, Adele 
leads the pack with four nominations 
for the newly designed trophies. 

She will be battling it out for the 
coveted Album of the Year award 
alongside Coldplay, Florence + the 
Machine, James Bay and Jamie XX. 

The presenters of the Brits is always 
a big issue, and we seem to reminisce 
every year, who can forget Samantha 
Fox and Mick Fleetwood? 

Thankfully this year’s ceremony is in 
good hands as it will be fronted by last 
year’s hosts Ant and Dec. 

About returning, the pair said: “We 
really loved hosting the show last year. 

“In all honesty we only intended to 
do it for one year but had such a good 
time we are thrilled to be doing it again.

WITH a cluster of Indian restau¬ 
rants in such a small area, com¬ 
petition is fierce. But why not 
indulge in the new kid on the 
block? 

Indulge, on Cannock Road, Chadsmoor, 
has gone through a number of incarnations 
over the years.

At least she 
pored through what was on offer before de¬ 
ciding on her favourite tikka masala. 


We were treated to a special platter 
starter to begin with, including chicken 
pakora, korahi kebab and moglai chicken - 
the latter, chicken marinated with garam 
masala and yoghurt and cooked with pep¬ 
per, onions and garlic, was divine, but then 
so was the unexpected lamb shank we were 
served ahead of our starters. 

Of course, there was little room for much 
else, but I still had to try my sea bass jhall 
fry main course. The fish was beautifully 
cooked and it had a hidden kick to it. But 
mixed with the lemon rice accompaniment 
it was the perfect blend for the palate.

You know a car is important to its maker when 
the first 25 pages of the info pack for road 
testers is all about the vehicle’s heritage. 
Only then do you arrive at today’s machine. 

Which in this case is the latest version of the car 
that means perhaps more than anything to BMW - 
the 3 Series. 

More than 14 million of them have been sold since the 
first one appeared as a modestly sized sporty saloon in 
1975. 

Today, around one in four BMWs sold around the world 
is a 3 Series. 

So its continuing success, against ever stronger oppo¬ 
sition (Jaguar’s XE is the latest) could not be more impor¬ 
tant for the Bavarian car maker. 

And that means you tinker with the basics at your peril. 
Much more sensible to advance in small steps, making 
successive models a bit faster, slightly more economical 
and making sure there are enough versions to tempt the 
maximum number of potential buyers. 

Pole 

Which, in the case of UK 3 Series buyers, means at 
least 112 different types to consider, from modest rear- 
wheel drive petrol models to big diesel bruisers with all¬ 
wheel drive and enough attitude to take pole position in 
the company car park. 

That’s before you take in the list of possible options. 
Always a German car maker’s speciality, you can go crazy 
with the tick boxes and end up with something like the 
car on test. 

It was laden with an extraordinary £12,010 worth of 
options. Decide that after all you could live without a 
front armrest with sliding adjustment and already you’ve 
clawed back £45 (and every little helps). 

You don’t of course, have to take any of the options, 
although you won’t see many 3 Series without metallic 
paint (£645) and heated front seats (£325) ought to be 
standard. 

But back to the car itself; put it next to a just superseded 
version and you’d need to be a BMW anorak to spot the 
difference. 

Tiny changes to air intakes and lights are the signs, 
while inside you might spot a bit of high gloss black - and 
cup holders with a sliding cover. 

Economy 

Under the bonnet all the petrol engines and most of the 
diesels are new to the 3 Series, with useful gains in econ¬ 
omy and emissions the result. 

BMW knows it has to maintain its reputation as a maker 
of cars with a sporty feel and its engineers worry about the 
details, to the extent that the front suspension now uses 
five bolts to hold it to the body instead of three. 

That means less distortion and a purer feel when you’re 
pressing on. 

Which you may want to do in a car like the model on 
test. Slipping into the hip-hugging front seats (a part of 
the £2,500 you pay for the M Sport package) you know 
instantly that BMW sweats the details. 

So the pedals are in precisely the right place, the instru¬ 
ments big, bold and easily read and there’s a general air 
of sober sense and lots of well applied black. 

You might find the stiffened suspension a bit grumbly 
over poor road surfaces but the poise and balance of the 
car is compensation enough. 

The eight-speed auto box comes into its own when you 
feel less like a potential FI entrant - perhaps on the way 
home after a hard day at the office when nothing went 
right. 

We all have days like that; the 3 Series driver is better 
positioned than most to cope with them.

Focus RS 
lives up to 
the legend

We’ve seen the photos. We remember the leg¬ 
ends. We’ve slurped thirstily at every droplet 
of info that leaks from the Ford PR machine. 
But does the Focus RS live up to the legend? 

The Focus RS is a blue-collar hero. Since its intro¬ 
duction in 2002, the RS - which stands for ‘Rallye 
Sport’ - has been the halo model for fast Ford fans in 
the UK. It’s a nod to legendary cars like the RSI 600 
and the Sierra Cosworth, both of which were attaina¬ 
ble and immensely quick. 

Prices for this car start at just under £30,000, and its driv¬ 
ing dynamics and sheer power would challenge cars cost¬ 
ing three times that. 

It’s all-wheel-drive, it hits 62mph in 4.7 seconds, and it 
sounds like an angry lion. Ridiculous. This is the kind of car 
you could fall in love with - and then lease for £299 a month 
from your nearest Ford dealer. 

It’s pretty subtle until you notice the more aggressive 
bodywork, the spoiler above the rear windscreen, and the 
sculpted front and rear. The launch colour is Nitrous Blue, 
which accounts for most of the orders currently placed, but 
opting for a quieter colour will create an understated ‘sleep¬ 
er’ car. 

Ford has used some interior space to build a unique all- 
wheel-drive system. You lose around 60 litres from the (al¬ 
ready mediocre) boot, and the standard seats are bulky and 
eat into rear passenger legroom. Splash out on the shell 
seats for a more comfortable cabin. 

Despite being a performance-oriented car, the RS has all 
the mod cons you’d expect. A couple of 12v charging sock¬ 
ets up front, loads of stowage space, and some USB ports 
as well. 


Brilliant 

Ford has built a brilliant driver’s car. They even have a 
metric for how ‘fun’ it is to rev the engine (very), and they 
teamed up with stunt driver and internationally-renowned 
boy racer Ken Block to make a car that you can mess 
around in. 

The RS has four main driving modes. Normal, Sport, 
Track and Drift. If those last two words don’t excite you, then 
you should probably stop reading, as the RS isn’t for you. 

‘Drift’ mode enables you to drive sideways in a cloud of 
tyre smoke. The amount of technology that has gone into 
creating this preposterous toy is staggering, especially con¬ 
sidering it has no real-world application outside a deserted 
carpark at 2am. It’s huge fun and very controllable, artificial¬ 
ly creating predictable oversteer. 

‘Track’ mode is where the RS really shines. Built to flatter 
amateurs and satisfy professionals, it really does make you 
look good on the track - ham-fisted driving is smoothed out 
by the car’s powerful computer. 

If you want track day success, but lack talent, this could 
be the car for you. 

That’s not to say it’s for beginners. If you know what 
you’re doing, you’ll be able to get the most out this perfor¬ 
mance Ford - and goodness me, it’s capable. 

It costs around £30,000, going up to £33,000 if you tick 
every option. 

For this you get one of the best-handling cars currently 
for sale, and the most versatile performance hatchback ever. 
All in a sensible, five-door, family car package that you can 
use every day. 

Anyone who wants everyday driving fun and has £30,000 
to spend on it should buy this car. You can drive it like a 
vanilla Focus for the most part, but every other Saturday, 
this family wagon will turn into a monster on the track. If 
you’re the kind of person to occasionally take a longer, twist- 
ier, more interesting route home, then this is the car for you. 

This car summed up in a single word: Bonkers. 

If this car was a: weapon it would be a sawn-off Purdey. 
Impressive craftsmanship, repurposed for use by ruffians.

The Citroen Cactus may have an unusually 
quirky image but it’s a joy to drive and offers 
excellent fuel economy. 

We shouldn’t have been surprised when the rather 
unusual Citroen Cactus arrived on our streets. Look¬ 
ing a little like a chunky child’s toy or something from 
Thunderbirds, it follows on from all those great quirky 
cars that the French company used to give us. 

In the past it was a company that dared to be different and 
brought us very individual cars like the DS, 2CV (remember 
the one with the soft top?), the SM, the CX and the BX. And 
not so long ago the Xantia Activa, the C6 and the C4. They 
weren’t always successes but we certainly remember them, 
if only for their looks. 

Now we have the Cactus and and its timing couldn’t have 
been better. Let’s face it, crossover vehicles had become so 
popular they had moved from the alternative to a comforta¬ 
ble family hatch. 

We now have a crossover that looks unlike any other vehi¬ 
cle on the roads, with its Airbump side cladding and a shed¬ 
load of other bold details. 

A large panoramic sunroof features a state-of-the-art coat¬ 
ing to filter UV light and reflect heat, and fills the cabin with 
diffused light. 

Unique to the C4 Cactus and an instantly recognisable 
feature of the model is Citroen’s new Airbump technology. 

Fitted to the front and rear doors, the tough air-filled TPU 
(thermoplastic polyurethane) capsules protect against mi¬ 
nor bumps and scrapes. 

Airbump panels do not need specific maintenance and 
reduce the stress and expense associated with car park 
dings and dents - cutting service and repair costs over the 
lifetime of the car. 

While the interior looks uncluttered and without much in 
the way of technology, there is an awful lot discreetly placed. 

Fitted as standard, the fully digital Touch Drive interface 
features a 7-inch touchscreen to control all the main vehicle 
functions. 

These include automatic air conditioning, media (DAB ra¬ 
dio, audio streaming, mobile connections, music and photo 
storage), navigation (map view, speed limit display, traffic 
conditions, fuel-efficient routing), driving aids (reversing 
camera, park assist, speed limiter/cruise control), telephone 
(hands-free via Bluetooth, contacts, call management), con¬ 
nected services and vehicle settings. 

It takes a while to get to grips with but once mastered the 
interface is excellent.Plus, there are some shortcut keys on 
either side of the main screen for practicality. 

There is also a range of innovative aids available, includ¬ 
ing park assist to get into spaces and a reversing camera 
which displays the rear view and guidelines on the touch¬ 
screen. 

Designed to reduce the cost of ownership throughout the 
life of the vehicle, the C4 Cactus’s multi-award-winning fea¬ 
tures include a lightweight design, impressive fuel economy 
of up to 91.1 mpg and excellent fuel emissions. 

The car is offered with six efficient powertrains, four petrol 
- PureTech 75, PureTech 82, PureTech 82 S&S and Pure- 
Tech 110 S&S - and two HDi diesels - e-HDi 92 and BlueHDi 
100 . 

Engines are mated to either five-speed manual or five or 
six-speed ETG (Efficient Tronic Gearbox) transmissions. All 
diesels are sub-1 OOg/km of C02 and are eligible for free car 
tax. There is even a tax-exempt petrol version - the PureTech 
82 S&S ETG - which emits just 98g/km. 

While I was a little unsure about the looks, its economy 
and comfort won me over.

Jam plays part as 
Webster lifts gold

WARLEY Weightlifting Club’s Louise 
Webster is enjoying the sweet taste 
of success after lifting gold in the 
English Championships. 

The 30-year-old clinched victory in 75kg 
snatch category at the event in Manches¬ 
ter’s Wythenshawe Forum. 

Webster, a former member of Wolverhampton 
& Bilston Athletics Club, overcame an early bout 
of nerves to triumph after sticking to her pre-lift 
ritual. 

“I now have a ritual that my friend suggested 
where I eat jam ring biscuits before the snatch 
and the clean and jerk,” she said. 

“I warmed up well for the competition, starting 
my opening lift with 78kg. I was nervous for my 
first lift and unfortunately I dropped the snatch 
behind which resulted in a failed attempt. 

“I went into the second attempt at the same 
weight and I was successful, this eased the nerves 
as it meant I could take part in the clean and jerk. 

“As I left the platform there was a quick discus¬ 
sion with my coach, Gian Singh Cheema, on what 
weight my final attempt would be. I had initially 
said 81kg but he thought 82kg. 

Littered 

“I was successful, which resulted in a competi¬ 
tion personal best.” 

But the march to victory was still littered with 
problems as Webster found herself under pres¬ 
sure again in the clean and jerk following two 
failed attempts. 

“The pressure was on because if I failed to com¬ 
plete my last lift I would have been out of the 
competition,” she said. 

“I approached the bar set up and lifted the 
weight. I cleaned it well and as the bar was on 
my shoulders. 

“I jerked the weight and I knew it was a much 
better lift, the judges gave the down signal and 
the relief when three white lights flashed up was 
unbelievable.” 

Webster switched to weightlifting after a stint 
as a runner and then a hammer thrower for Wol¬ 
verhampton & Bilston. 

“I started weightlifting in February 2014 and 
I have been very lucky to experience some amaz¬ 
ing opportunities in such a short space of time,” 
she added. Another Warley lifter, Cyrille Fagat, 
joined Webster at the English Championships 


but had to compete as a guest. Fagat, 20, moved from 
Cameroon to Glasgow in 2014 and started weightlift¬ 
ing at the age of 14 while still in secondary school. He 
said: “I was brought to Warley Weightlifting Club by 
a training mate, who I met at Birmingham University 
and I began attending and working with Gian Singh 
Cheema in December 2014. 

“After I started my training at the club I competed 
in many central championships, each of which I won.

Both Fagat and Webster have received training from 
former Commonwealth Games competitor Cheema, 
who took bronze in the Delhi games in 1982.

ALBION defender James Chester knows 
he’s not tall enough for Tony Pulis to 
play in his preferred centre-back posi¬ 
tion but says as long as he’s in the team, 
he’ll happily play anywhere. 

The £8m summer signing is 5ft llins, 
whereas Jonny Evans, Gareth McAuley 
and Jonas Olsson are all 6ft-plus. 

‘Tve seen the gaffer’s teams all 
through the years, I know he likes a lot 
of height in the middle of the defence,” 
said Chester. “As long as I’m in the 
team, I’m happy to play anywhere.” 

The former Hull defender is a cen¬ 
tre-back by trade, and would prefer to 
play there if he could. 

“That goes without saying, it’s where 
I’ve played all my career,” said Chester. 

“It’s what my body is used to, it’s what 
I’ve always known. I think I’ve shown 
against Peterborough - probably my 
best performance for West Brom - that 
is where I feel my best position is. 

“Full-back is fairly new to me, but just 
to be out there playing after such a long 
time is nice.” 

Meanwhile, the FA have decided 
against banning Saido Berahino after 
he allegedly kicked out at Everton mid¬ 
fielder James McCarthy. 

Toffees boss Roberto Martinez claimed 
the incident should have warranted a 
dismissal. 

Berahino, given a rare start, was fac¬ 
ing a three-match ban for the off-the-ball 
incident, which was not seen by referee 
Michael Oliver, allowing the FA to take 
retrospective action. 

A panel of ex-officials looked at video 
evidence, but did not unanimously agree 
that Berahino deserved a red card, so no 
further action will be taken. 

It means Berahino is available for Al¬ 
bion’s FA Cup fifth round tie at Reading 
on Saturday. The Baggies have sold out 
their allocation of 4,000 tickets.

CRADLEY boss Will Pottinger has called 
on his side to lay down a marker early in 
their 2016 National League campaign. 

The Heathens will kick-off their sea¬ 
son with a double header against Belle 
Vue on Easter Monday, March 28.

THIS was the archetypal Tony 
Pulis win and proof - if it was 
needed - that Albion won’t go 
down. 

Thirty-four shots is the most any 
Premier League team has managed in 
a game this season, but this was exact¬ 
ly the sort of battle on which the Bag¬ 
gies thrive, writes Matt Wilson. 

This side is the best in the league with its back 
against the wall, drilled to perfection on the 
training ground by Sergeant Pulis. 

Block after block followed interceptions and 
clearing headers. The ball was coming straight 
back but whatever the blue tide did, it couldn’t 
break down the red wall. Both teams could have 
stayed out all evening and the Toffees wouldn’t 
have scored. 

Get behind Albion and you’ll hurt them, as 
Leicester proved, but play in front of them and 
they’ll work tirelessly to restrict you to long- 
range efforts. 

The goal was typical Pulis too, a set-piece cap¬ 
italised on thanks to a 6ft 5in long-haired Swed¬ 
ish Goliath making a near-post run and playing 
the percentages with a clever flick-on. 

Jonas Olsson gave the goal to Salomon Ron- 
don, recognising the striker’s need over his, even 
though it was debatable whether the Venezuelan 
really had touched the ball before it crossed the 
line to claim his third in seven games. 

Rondon’s performance was one of his best 
since the turn of the year. Strong and full of run¬ 
ning, he looked like the promising striker from 
the opening few games of the season. 

Saido Berahino made a surprising return 
to the starting line-up for the first time in the 
league since October, and his willingness to 
chase, harry, and defend will have gone a long 
way to endear himself to the away fans, Pulis, 
and his teammates. Completing 210 minutes of 
football in the space of four days will also do his 
fitness no harm at all. 

Albion are eight points clear of the drop zone 
and unlikely to be caught. This win will placate 
some fans, but it doesn’t put to bed the argument 
over style, particularly as 10 of Pulis’s 15 Pre¬ 
mier League victories with Albion have been 1-0.

I am happy 
with Baggies 

OUTCAST Sebastien Pocognoli has re¬ 
jected reports he criticised boss Tony 
Pulis and insists he is happy at the Bag¬ 
gies. 

The Belgian left-back was reported to 
have hit out at Pulis in a national news¬ 
paper for picking central defenders as 
full-backs and ignoring him because he 
is ‘too attack-minded’. 

However, the 28-year-old, who joined 
from Hanover for Jtlmillion in the sum¬ 
mer of 2014, says an interview he con¬ 
ducted in French has been mistranslated 
and taken out of context. 

“Everybody has to know that I’m 
happy here,” said Pocognoli. “I don’t 
want to leave the club just to leave the 
club.” 

Pocognoli has struggled to get minutes 
under Tony Pulis, and the Baggies boss 
openly admitted he was trying to move 
on both Pocognoli and Cristian Gamboa 
- the club’s only recognised full-backs - 
in January. 

Both were called into action last 
Wednesday during the FA Cup fourth 
round replay at Peterborough. Pocog¬ 
noli came on for Gareth McAuley after 
18 minutes and played centre-back for 
some of the match. 

“It’s always good to get some min¬ 
utes,” said the Belgian. “Central defence 
is not my position also, but I tried to do 
my best.” 

However, Pulis only played Gamboa 
and Pocognoli against Peterborough 
because his whole first-choice back four 
was out injured and it’s highly likely 
that Pulis will try to move on both full¬ 
backs again this summer. 

Meanwhile, reports in Spain say Se¬ 
villa are lining up a £3.1 million summer 
bid for Claudio Yacob. 

The 28-year-old Argentinian has been 
a first-team regular ever since signing 
from Racing Club in 2012. 

NO FA action for 
McClean over spat 

JAMES McClean will not face punish¬ 
ment from the FA for his row with the 
Everton fans on Saturday. 

Albion’s fiery winger was dragged off 
in the 57th minute after picking up a 
booking for diving in on Seamus Cole¬ 
man. As he walked off the pitch he ex¬ 
changed words with some of the nearby 
Everton supporters. 

Earlier on this season, the FA offi¬ 
cially warned McClean of his responsibil¬ 
ities when he celebrated in front of the 
Sunderland fans at The Hawthorns after 
Albion’s 1-0 win over the Black Cats. 

Despite that threat, they’ve decided to 
take no further action this time around.
